In response to the Office Action mailed December 1 5, 2005 in connection with the above 
referenced application, please consider the following remarks. 

REMARKS 

Applicants elect to prosecute the claims of Group 1 (claims 2-10 and 22-42 which are 
drawn to trocar with a cannula, obturator, a release mechanism, shield and a latch) with traverse. 
The remaining claims consisting of Group II (claims 43 and 44 which are drawn to a method of 
insterting a cannula and obturator into a patient) are canceled without prejudice to continue 
prosecution of the subject matter in a subsequent application. 

Therefore, all claims of Group I now pending in this application, namely claims 2-10 and 
22-42, are now in condition for allowance. Accordingly, early and favorable consideration of this 
application is respectfully requested.
